F an intended Meeting, to be held 

by George Keith and his Friends, at 

their uſual Meeting-place, in Tur- 

ners-Hall, in Philpot-Lane, the 29th.

Hour: To which Meeting william Penn, Tho- 
24s Ellwood; George Whitehead, Fohn Penington , 
and theſe of the ſecond Day's, weekly Meeting 
at Zombard-ſtreet, are juſtly deſired to be preſent, 
to hear thernſelves recharged and proved Guilty 
of theſe vile and groſs Errors and Herefies, 
wherewith they have been formerly charged 
by George Keith, and proved Guilty off, at a 
Meeting held at Twrers- Hall, on the 11th, of 
the Month called June, 1696. notwithſtanding 
of the pretended Anſwers and Defences, given 


| by Thomas Eliword in his pretended Anſwer to 


the exa& Narrative of the Proceedings at Twr- 
zers-Hall, at the aboveſaid Meeting ; and not- 
withſtanding the pretended iate Anſwer and De- 
fence of George Whitehead, in his late printed 
Book, call'd, An Antidote, &*c. At which Neet- 
ing, to be held at the Time and Place Mve- 
meation'd, by Divine Permiſſion and Aﬀſtance; 
and by petmiſſion of the Civil Authority, he is 
further to dete& the vile and groſs Errors of the 
abovemention'd Perſons z with reſpe&'to four 
great Fundamentals of the Chriſtian Religi8n, 


to which theſe Errors and Hereſies are directly 


Repugnant 3 the which Errors, as they were for. 
merly in the printed Advertiſement and Narra- 
tive expreſly mention'd, are here again expreſly 
rehearſed, viz; 


- 2. That Faith in Chiriſt, as he outwardly Suf- 
fered at Feruſalem, is not neceflary to our Sal- 
vation; 


= That Juſtification and SanRiification is not 
by the Blood of Chriſt outwardly ſhed. 


3. That there is no ReſurreQion of the Body 


that dyeth. 


4. That Chriſt is not to come without us in 
his Glorify'd Body, even the ſame that former- 
ly Suffered Death for our Sins, to Judge the 
Quick and the Dead. 


At which Meeting alſo, he purpoſeth to ſhew, 
that the Anſwers and Defences given by Thomas 
Ellwood, and George whitehead, 1n their late prints; 
1n the vindication of themſelves -and fome of their 
Brethren are (as to the principal things charged 
againſt them) weak, imperrinent, falſe and pal- 
pably Sophiſtical ; and that notwithſtanding their 
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ſeeming preſent contradiction to ſme of theſe 
groſs Errors, and diſowning them ; yet until 
they diſown, retract, and acknowledge their for- 
mer Errors, as they frand upon Record in their 
printed Books, they are ſtill juſtly chargea- 
ble with chem. Bur this they refuſe co do, for 
one hath in print (by approbarion of their 24. days 
Meeting) put his and their Iafallibility and Immu- 
tability 1n a Claſs, with the Immutablility of God 
and Truth, ſaying, God #* the ſame, Truth i the 
ſame, His People is the ſame; but George Keith is 
not the ſame. And [et all impartial Men judge, 


with what Conſcience theſe*Men can fay, they 


are the ſame as ever formerly they were (ſince 
their ptofefſion of being Quakers,) us God and 
Truth are the ſame (with whom « no wvaria- 
bleneſs nor ſhadow of change) as to all their for- 
mer Principles, Do&rines, Words, and Sayings, 
and yet fo palpably ro contradi& their former 
Aſlertions, that ſtand upon Record intheir prin- 
ted Books, againſt them. 1s not this thick «/#- 
gyptian darkneſs that may be felt? notwithſtan- 
ing their falſe pretences to the Zight withir, 
which they /#i// hold to be ſufficient to Salvation 
without auy thing elſe , ſoexclude the Man Chriſt + 
Jeſus of Nazareth, and all that- he did and ſuffer- 
ed for us on Earth, and his Mediation and Inter- 
cefſion for us now in Heaven, as being joyantly 
concerned, as a neceflary concurring Caule, to- 
gether with the Divine Light and Spirit in the 
work of our Salvation : And in their ſo doing, 
notwithſtanding their fajned pretences to Chriſti- 
anity, yet do what in them lyeth to throw down 
the Chriſtian Faith and Religion, and ſet up 
Deiſme and Gentiliſme in its place ; which all 
ſincere Chriftians ought to be awakened to con- 
ſider and contend againſt , and more eſpecially 
ſuch as Occupy the Room and Place of Chriſti- 
an Teachers and Paſtors, to oppoſe (not with Czr- 
nal, but Spiritual Weapons) this ſpreading 
Gangrene and Contagion, that hath infected, and 
doth at preſent infet many Thouſands in theſe 
three Nations, and many abtoad in other Places; 
To which ſaid Meeting, to be held on the 2 9th; 
of this Inſtant, at the {aid place, any moderate 
and friendly People of other Profeſiions (as well 
as theſe call'd Quakers) have freedom to be pre- 
ſent, ſo far as there is room in the place to re- 
ceive them, hoping they all will fo peaceably and 


_civilly demean themſelves, as to give no offence 


either to Civil Authority, or to any other Per- 
ſons, by any undue or ualutable Behaviour of 
Words or Actions.
